In an interview with Robert Giffen, 
the head of the commercial depart- 
ment and comptroller of coin returns 
of the British Board of Trade, he was 
asked what trath there was in the 
calculation that England and the ¢on- 
tinent would be forced @ part with 
gold amounting to £60,000,000 to pay 
for imports of American grain.  Gif- 
fen ridiculed the estimate. He said 
before £1,000,000 in bullion was sent 
to America, both the Bank of England 
and the Bank of France would raise 
their discounts and check the drain. 
According to Giffen, not bullion but 
securities and exporta will go to 
America to pay for grain. 

** Undoubtedly,’”’ he said, “‘ there 
will be a heavy drain of gold for sev- 
eral months. to come, but the pay- 
ments for grain will not be the sole 
cause of guch a drain. An important 
factor in the financial situation is 
the silver question. Staple American 
houses,’’ hs declared, “‘are making 
preparations to face the silver crisis 
which is now inevitable, by making 
gold purchases in Europe.’’ 

When asked if such a crisis was in- 
evitable, Giffen replied: “In my 
opinion itis impossible to avert it.

HORRIBLE RELICS. 


Instruments of Torture Used in 
the Dark Ages. 


A Rare Collection from the Castie of Na- 
remburg on Exhibition in the 
City of London —Ghastly 
Inventions

| Castle of Nuremberg, and they are now 
on exhibition in London.

collection, is the iron maiden (Eiserme

with long, sharp iron spikes so that 
when the doors are pressed to these 
sharp prongs foree their way into va- 
rious portions of the victim's body. 
Two entered his eyes, others pierced 
his back, his chest, and in fact, impaled 
him alive in such a manner that he 
lingered in the most agonizing torture. 
When death relieved the poor wretch 
from his. agonies—perhaps after days— 
a trap door in the base was pulled open 
and the body was allowed to fall into 
Persons were 
condemned to death by the embraces 
of the iron maiden for plots against the 
governing powers, parricide, and re- 
ligions unbelief. The date of this rare 
specimen is the fifteenth century. A 
great number of torture machines were 
apparently constructed with such clev- 
ilish ingenuity that they would twist 
and rack the delicate human body to 
the point of madness, and yet not 
actually endanger life. 

The torture bench, about ten feet 
long, was used for stretching prisoners, 
the feet being fastened to one end, ttie 
hands to the other, across a roller stud- 
ded with wooden spikes, called a ‘spike 
hare.”

Statement of the Analysis eof 
Sampicse Givem at the Experi- 
ment Station 

The following communieation ex- 
plains its, and as .it contains valu- 
able information on sagar-beet culture, 
it is given in full: 

Rewo, Nev., Sept. 22, 1891. 

Eprron Gazerreé— Pear Sir: I 
hand you herewith the analysie of a 


| few samples of sugar beets, in com- 


pliance with your request te President 
Jones. Samples No. 1 to 10 inclas- 
ive were grown on the station farm. 

All except No. 10, which was 
planted July Ist, were planted in May. 
The samples were selected August 
Sist, the beets of course not being 
mature, consequently the average 
weight of the beet is small. The same 
lots will be sampled and analyzed 
again at the time of harvesting, in 
order to ascertain the gain in percent- 
age of sucrose. 

The great mistake made by the 
farmers isin allowing their beets to 
grow too large, thas sacrificing sugar 
to size. Experience shows thata beet 
which weighs six hundred grammes 
(about a pound and a quarter) is best 
suited to the interests of the manu- 
facturer and farmer alike.
